Since the start of the NSL, 
there have been two teams 
that I really admired, for dii- 
ferent reasons. 

The first was Adelaide Ju- 
ventus, in 1977 when Lister, 
Perin, Marocchi, Nyskohus, 
Muniz, Deans and Melta ab- 
solutely thrilled us with 
many of their performances. 

I doubt if we have had a 
classier team since then;

Week 
after month, Heidelberg 
played the same type of foot- 
ball; solid, resourceful, sys- 
tematic, often brilliant. 

Once again, there has been 
no other team since the days 
of the great Heidelberg that 
would have come near that 
standard — not Hakoah, not 
South Melbourne Hellas, not 
the Croatias.

Now the classy TV com- 
mercial featuring Craig 
Johnston and advertising 
Tooheys beer has been re- 
called for fear of accusa- 
tions of bad taste and of 
cashing in on the atrocity. 

The commercial, hailed as 
the best and most dis- 
tinguished of the long chain of 
“feel like a Tooheys’’ sport 
commercials, depicted John- 
ston as the epitome of the Aus- 
tralian sporting hero who 
made good overseas, clad in 
his all-red Liverpool outfit 
with the jingle referring freely 
to Liverpool’s successes in the 
European Cup. 

The commercial will be kept 
off the air until Brussels sinks 
deeper into the past and all 
reference to the European Cup 
— which for a long time is ex- 
pected to trigger reminders of 
38 people dying — will be ex- 
cised from the lyrics. 


For soccer’s sake it is a pity’ - 


indeed, for the Johnston com- 
mercial was invaluable soccer 
promotion on prime time tele- 
vision at no cost to soccer it- 
séif. 





Bruce Potter, general man- 
ager of the advertising com- 
pany which produces the 
Tooheys commercials, says 
the Johnston ad was poised to 
vad one of their most success- 


Though it had been too early 
to gauge the response through 
market surveys, the company 
had been deluged with phone 
calls praising the ad. 

It was indeed an unusual 
honor that fell soccer’s way — 
the Johnston ad was the first in 
a new Tooheys advertising 
campaign focusing on ‘“‘the 
most successful contemporary 
Australian sportsmen’’. 

The second was on surfing 
champion Mark Richards. 

The commercial was shot 
entirely in England with John- 
ston, a keen and expert profes- 
sional photographer, taking 
charge of all location surveys. 

Though Potter is naturally 
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tight-lipped about the amount 
Johnston received for the ad, 
he admits the player was paid 
a fee ‘‘commensurate with a 
man of his stature’. 

The arrival of the ad was 
like a breath of fresh air when 
soccer fans, for many years, 
must have been wondering 
why the Tooheys commercials 
had neglected the game after 
traversing a wide variety of 
other sports: rugby league, 
Aussie rules, union, baseball, 
yachting, life saving and even 
fishing. 

Perhaps it was a sign of 
some sort of acceptability that 
soccer has been allowed to join 
the ranks of the super-macho, 
bronzed Aussie-epitomised 
sports.

Brown’s just as well set- 
tled in Australia-but earlier 
this year was wondering if 
the move he made in July, 
1984, was worthwhile. 


*‘Juventus had to sign me 
as a guest player initially be- 
cause there wasn’t a visa 
vacancy at the club. I turned 
up with my boots for last 
year’s finals game against 
Brisbane Lions thinking that 
I'd be playing but I was told 
that there was an NSL rule 
stopping me. The same thing 
happened in this year’s Buf- 
falo Gold Cup, in fact I only 
played one game in that 
competition. I was starting 
to wonder if I’d made the 
right move by coming over 
here to tell you the truth, but 
when Green Gully signed 
Kevin Lloyd I was able to 
become a visa player,”’ said 
Brown. 


And how things have 
worked out since. Before 
last weeken’s round, Ju- 
ventus was perched proudly 
On top of the Southern Divi- 
sion ladder but Brown isn’t a 
bit surprised by the success 
coming the club’s way.

player, but because of his 
character, his personality. 
He’s a tremendous guy to 
have in your dressing room. 
Yakka Banovic is the best 
goalkeeper in Australia as 
far as I’m concerned, and 
Paul Wade showed against 
Hellas the other week what 
he can do. We haven’t seen 
the best of Paul yet either. 
He knows that, but watch out 
when he gets going. 

“That win over Hellas was 
very, very important. We 
had to win that one. A draw 
was no good to us. I think 
that Juventus and Hellas are 

oing to be very hard to beat 

or the remainder of the 
Season and at the end, I think 
there might just be a point 
between us. We've got the 
ability to stay on top. I saw 
something in that Hellas 
game that I hadn’t seen from 
Juventus before — every 
player got stuck in for every 
single tackle. The lads know 
now that we can do it.” 


The resurgence at Ju- 
ventus has been remarkable 
when you consider the tur- 
moil at the club over the 
Tommy Traynor sacking 
early this year. Traynor only 
coached Juventus for three 
Buffalo Gold Cup matches 
before being dumped and re- 
placed by last year’s coach, 
John Margaritis. 


“Look, it makes no differ- 
ence to me who coaches the 
team. I’m paid to do a job no 
matter who my coach is. 

“I was happy for Tommy 
Traynor when he got the job 
and I felt sorry for him when 
he went. He didn’t really get 
a fair crack of the whip I 
suppose, but knowing the 
way Juventus operates, I 
know that the committee felt 
that John Margaritis was the 
best man for the job and 
looking at our results, you 
can’t argue, can you? 

“Personally, IL think it 
would have been brilliant if 
Tommy and John could have 
worked together but I guess 
that wasn’t on. John’s been 
around for too long to want 
another man at the helm. He 
doesn’t need anyone else.” 

And what about Dowie, 
the man who partners Brown 
at the back? 

“‘He’s a big, moaning bug- 


ger. 

“Seriously though, John’s 
a great user of the bail. I 
guess in some ways we com- 
plement each other quite 
well, What I’m not so good 
at, he is and what he’s not so 
good at, I am, so it works 
quite well.
